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Report of the Board of Health 


The Board of Health continues to grapple with the new provisions of Title V 
of the State Sanitary Code in an effort to adopt uniform policies with respect to 
both compliance and enforcement. Title V governs the ‘‘minimum requirements for the 
subsurface disposal of sanitary sewage,’’ i.e. the design, construction and repair of 
septic systems; and its implementation and enforcement is one of the major responsi- 
bilities of the Board. Effective July 1, 1977, the new regulations are, in many respects, 
substantially more stringent than prior regulations, and may impact heavily upon the 
construction of new and the repair of old systems. The Board extends especial thanks 
to Donald Amstead, Jr. for his assistance to the Board in dealing with Title V. His 
experience in the field and his knowledge of Monterey soil conditions have been an 
invaluable asset to the Board. 


The Board has formulated several policies worthy of noting: 


(1) Deep observation holes will be inspected by the Board only between the 
dates of March 15 and June 15, inclusively. No inspections will be made at other times 
of the year except where emergency repair of a failing system is required. 


(2) No Disposal Works Construction Permit will be issued by the Board 
except upon application of the record owner, accompanied by a plan of the proposed 
sewage disposal system. In this regard, prospective sellers or buyers of real estate are 
advised to privately engage the services of a qualified soil scientist to evaluate the 
suitability of soil conditions relative to Title V requirements. 


Camp inspections will again be conducted by the Board in June 1979.

During the past year the clerk worked 967% hours, divided approximately in the 
following manner:

Projects for the other Boards and Committees included work on the Lake Buel 
weed problem, the roads hearing, mailing out the Town Reports, stuffing one set of 
tax bills with a Conservation Commission notice and numerous printing assignments. 


The work load has shifted from about one fourth time spent for Town boards 
other than the Assessors to almost one third to other Town boards and Committees 
this year. It will be interesting to see if this trend will continue.

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Report of the Board of Appeals 


The following hearings were held during the fiscal year July 1, 1977 - June 30, 1978: 
July 1, 1977— Petition of Michael E. Barrier for a special permit under the 
Monterey Protective By-Law, Section VI, B, (2), (a), (b), (c) in order to expand 
Mike’s Precision Autocraft, a non-conforming use in the Agricultural-Residential 
District. The petitioner also requested a variance under Monterey Protective By- 
Law, Section IV, A, to allow him to construct a single family dwelling on this same 
lot. The property is located on 1.180 acres of land, northerly of Rt. 23. On August 
10, 1977 the variance application to allow the applicant to construct a single family 
dwelling was withdrawn, without prejudice, by Michael E. Barrier, with the 
approval of the Board of Appeals. The special permit was granted on August 15, 
1977 with several restrictions. On January 31, 1978, at the request of Michael E. 
Barrier, the Board issued a clarified decision which more clearly stated the extent 
of the non-conforming use of the auto-servicing and body work business in 
existence at the time Mr. Barrier took over the garage. It also defined more 
accurately the terms of restrictions placed on the granting of the special permit. 


March 31, 1978—Petition of Mark L. Landis for a variance from the terms of the 
Monterey Protective By-Law, Table of Minimums, in order to construct an 
8 ft. by 4 ft. addition and a 4 ft. stairway to the southeast side of his cottage, which 
is a non-conforming dwelling. This cottage, situated on 0.26 acres of land, is 
located on Lake Buel, easterly of Hillside Avenue in the Lakeshore District. This 
variance was granted because the Board found that literal enforcement of the 
By-Law would involve substantial hardship because of conditions unique to the 
building and land in question. This variance would not take effect until approval 
was received from the Conservaton Commission of the Town of Monterey. 


In June of 1977, O. E. Dugan was appointed to replace John Dinan, Jr. as an 


Associate Member of the Board. Thomas F. Gillis continued as Chairman until his 
moving from Monterey made his resignation necessary in June, 1978. At that time, 
the remaining members of the Board, together with the Board of Selectmen, elected 
O. E. Dugan to the Board and the Selectmen appointed Howard Kalodner as our new 
Associate Member.

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Report of the Highway Department 


A brief summary of the work done by the Highway Department this year: 


The usual scraping and graveling of the secondary roads, and brush cutting, was 
done; also quite a few trees that were down or overhanging the roadways from the 
spring storm had to be removed.

A 200-foot drainage ditch was put in on Rte. 23 at Susan Maclver’s driveway 
entrance. The bank slide on Rte. 23 near Avalon School was cribbed and filled with 
stumps and stones. 


Two new headers were installed on the new construction on Barnum Flats, Rte. 23. 
The new road has been graveled, ditched, seeded on the shoulders, and readied for 
finishing. 


Considerable work was done on Hupi Road. Some trees had to be cut—as well as 
the brush. The road was graveled and scraped. 


A finish top was put on Rte. 23 from the Hupi Road to the Otis line. 


Blacktopping was done from the Wellman Road intersection to the hard surface 
beyond Tryon’s farm. 


The intersection of Art School Road was widened, graded, and seeded. New 
culverts were installed on Art School Road near Craven’s and on Tyringham Road.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


Building in the Town of Monterey again seems to be accelerating at an alarming 
rate. Approximately 20 building permits have been granted in the first six months of 
1978, as compared to 30 for the entire year of 1977. 


The increasing of buildable lot size from one acre to two acre minimum helped 
to slow things down some a couple of years ago. Likewise, the institution of a June 15th 
cut-off date for septic system deep hole and percolation tests by the Board of Health 
this year also eased the pressure. 


It has been suggested that the Board place a ceiling limit on the number of building 
permits issued during a fiscal year, on a first come, first served basis. This approach 
has legal precedents in the courts and may very well serve the Town’s purpose. 


If building continues in Monterey as it is now, its unique rural character is certain 
to be adversely affected. The Board welcomes at any time your constructive suggestions 
and ideas relative to this situation. 


The Board felt that the discontinuance of certain, long-unused roads would relieve 
taxpayers of potential liability for the maintenance and repair of these roads. At a 
public hearing, convened at the Board’s request by the County Commissioners and 
attended by resident and non-resident taxpayers alike, the Board’s petition was opposed 
by a roughly two to one margin. The County Commissioners thereafter denied the 
Board’s petition. 


Lake Garfield remains beautifully clear of problem weeds this summer due to the 
Board’s careful attention to a continuing program of winter drawdown of the water 
level. However, Lake Buel is still an urgent and incredibly frustrating problem of 
great magnitude. All of us must continue to think and work to save Lake Buel. 


The reconstruction of Route 23 on the Barnum Flats is complete and, we are sure 
you will agree, it is an improvement the Town can be proud of. 


It is the sincerest wish of the Board that the great people of Monterey will always 
participate vitally in their own government.

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Report of the Roads and Machinery 
Committee 


The Roads and Machinery Committee met twice during the year. 


Machinery needs were scrutinized in depth. We concluded that two pieces of 
equipment were necessary. A new truck topped the list. The 1969 Chevy needed a 
rebuilt motor and several repairs to get it through the 1978 winter. We felt it was worth 
a trade in its present condition. The second piece of equipment to be replaced was the 
sander which is a relatively short-lived machine due to salt corrosion. Both of these 
recommended purchases were approved at the Annual Meeting in May. 


Roads have always cost money, and now they cost even more. With this thought 
in mind the Committee concentrated on a more permanent type of construction which, 
in the long run, would realize a savings for the Town. 


Route 23 from Hupi Road to the Otis town line is now completed. Barnum’s 
flats was finished this summer. These two major construction jobs now make our 
portion of Route 23 through Monterey an enjoyable ride from the Barrington line 
to the Otis line. 


By the time this report is printed, the Town will have finished a fifteen hundred 
foot stretch of road near Gould Farm. This was done through a generous gift from 


the Farm. 


Our next road project will be the construction of Beartown Road starting at the 
new dam and proceeding north to Mrs. Smith’s driveway, or as far as funds will allow.

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Report of the Fire Department 


Your Fire Department responded to 15 calls during the year ending June 30, 1978. 
Two of these calls were in residences and attached structures where a major part of 
the buildings were involved in the fire at the arrival of the first truck. In both cases 
the fires were extinguished and a major part of both houses escaped with minimal 
damage. 


The members of your department also attended 55 meetings for training and 
practice in fire fighting skills. The majority of these meetings were held Wednesday 
evenings at the fire house at 7:00 p.m. In addition several members satisfactorily 
completed a Massachusetts Fire Fighting Academy course entitled ‘‘Fire Fighting 
Tactics and Strategy.”’ 


The money which the Town appropriated at the Annual Town Meeting for radios 
will have been used by your reading of this report and the department will be 
involved in learning the necessary skills in using this equipment to our fullest advantage. 
We have also been involved in planning a steak roast which should take place in July. 
We are undertaking this project, which we hope will become an annual affair, to raise 
money for needed equipment without adding to the tax rate. If the project is successful 
we will be able to buy radio alerting units for the individual members. This would 
improve our response time to emergency calls. 

The department has several other needs which will require action by the towns- 
people. First, the tanker which has provided many years of service has been taken out 
of service. Brake failure was the main cause for its retirement, but it is suffering from 
a severe case of old age. Second, several private roads are not passable for fire fighting 
equipment. This is not immediately obvious to the casual passerby; but brush and, 
in some cases, trees have grown over and beside the right-of-way to such an extent 
that a fire truck just cannot get through the road. If you live on or have a cottage on a 
private road and have to dodge brush as you drive in or out, consider the plight of a 
fire truck. It needs 5 to 6 feet more clearance than the average car—that is both vertical 
and horizontal clearance! Third, fire prevention is everyone’s business. One of the most 
important personal fire safety practices you can undertake is the purchase of one or 
more fire or smoke detectors. They are available in almost every department store at a 
modest cost. A smoke detector can save your life and that of the members of your 
family. They work! They have saved people and property right here in Monterey! You 
need at least one NOW. We will be glad to help you with installation problems and 
questions. 

Requirements for membership in the department are simple and we would be 
interested in talking to anyone who might be interested in joining. We require that 
members be good citizens, attend our regular meetings, and be ‘‘First Responders’’ 
which basically involves completion of a first aid, CPR, and extracation course.

At the Special Town Meeting held July 30, 1977 the Town voted to adjust the 
pay scale for the four Machinery Operators of the Highway Department as follows: 
a cost of living raise of SO¢ per hour retroactive to July 1, 1977, to transfer from 
available funds $4,160.00 for the Town Machinery Operators; to adjust the pay scale 
for the Police Chief and his men as follows: a cost of living raise of 5O¢ per hour 
retroactive to July 1, 1977 and to transfer from available funds the sum of $564.00 
to pay an unpaid bill to the Northern Berkshire Vocational Regional School District 
(Vocational Education Account). 


On March 22, 1978 the Town voted to accept Chapter 629 of the Acts of 1975 
relative to the establishment of an elected three-member Board of Appeals, to accept 
Chapter 892 of the Acts of 1977 relative to the addition of two members to the 
Board of Appeals, to transfer the sum of $7,582.17 to the Snow and Sand Account 
and $7,417.83 to the Highway Construction Account, both to come from from the 
available Special Highway Flood money received from the State, to transfer from 
the Anti-Recession Account the sum of $1,649.78 for the Highway Maintenance 
Account, to transfer from available funds in the treasury the sum of $1,500.00 for 
the Machinery and Tools Account, to transfer from available funds in the Treasury 
the sum of $1,348.63 for the Health Insurance Account and to transfer from available 
funds in the Treasury the sum of $1,500.00 for the Parks Commission Account. 


At the Annual Town Meeting held May 6, 1978 the Town voted to raise the 
United Church of Christ monies from $250.00 to $500.00, making the total budget 
for 1978-79 $382,244.26, Special Articles $108,482.72 with a grand total of $490,726.98. 
The Town also voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to be held in the 
Stabilization Fund, to appropriate from available funds in the Treasury the sum of 
$26,222.00 for a Special Highway Account, to be reimbursed by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, to appropriate from available funds in the Treasury the sum of 
$19,000.00 for a Special Highway Account, to transfer from Federal Revenue Sharing 
funds the sum of $15,000.00 for Capital Highway Expenditures and Highway Main- 
tenance Expenditures, to appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 from Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds, $10,000.00 from Machinery Earnings and $5,000.00 from Taxation 
for the purchase of a truck and a sander for the Highway Department, to appropriate 
the sum of $500.00 to improve the present water supply system at the Town Garage 
and to include a high pressure washer, $400.00 to use the Great Barrington Police 
Department facilities, $980.00 for the purchase of radio equipment for the Police 
Department, $3,500.00 for the purchase of radio equipment for the Fire Department, 
to transfer from State Aid to Public Libraries Fund the sum of $1,000.00 to the 
Library Appropriation Account, to transfer from the County Dog Tax Account the 
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sum of $317.72 for the Library Appropriation Account, as provided for by Chapter 140 
Section 172 of the General Laws, to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 to 
purchase a filing cabinet for the Town Treasurer, $546.00 for the Berkshire Mental 
Health Association, $400.00 for the Council on Aging, $317.00 for the Town’s share 
of the operation of South County HELP Phone, $300.00 for the Children’s Health 
Program, Inc., $500.00 for a Special Conservation Commission Fund, $2,000.00 for 
the completion of the Basketball court in Greene Park, $1,000.00 to establish a 
Special Fund for the payment of legal fees incurred by the Town, $6,000.00 for an 
Audit of Town financial records, and a motion was made and seconded to raise and 
appropriate $400.00 to rectify an overdraft in the Disposal Area Account for fiscal 
1976-77 and passed by a unanimous vote.

Report of the Representative to 
the Regional School District Committee 


“MORE THAN”’ 


Do you remember your first grade teacher? How about your fifth grade teacher? 


I remember little about my first year in school except for the day I smashed my 
hand while playing with a couple of big rocks at the edge of the school yard. Mrs. Willis 
took me in her arms, let me have a good cry and found me a ride home. The teacher 
gave me at most ten minutes of her time that day in 1948, but that brief encounter 
was the beginning of a friendship that has lasted until now. The old and wrinkled Mrs. 
Willis who lives at the edge of the Blue Ridge Mountains still fondly calls me ‘‘her 
little boy.”’ 


A fifth grader needs a hero. Mr. Weber was mine. I vaguely remember that 
nine times six always stumped me, but I’ll never forget his intoxicating laughter that 
made me feel like laughing even though I had just failed his latest spelling test. I'll 
never forget his withering, reproachful stare that made me wish I was the middle page 
of the unabridged Webster’s Dictionary that held down the left front corner of his 
desk. Mr. Weber taught me how to throw a fast-ball, tie a fish-hook on a nylon line 
and that the handle of the Big Dipper always points to Arcturus. But I remember best 
that Halloween night he invited a bunch of the fifth grade guys to his house. The image 
of him lying on the living room floor playing Pit, eating popcorn, drinking punch 
and howling with laughter is one that will never pass from my mind’s eye. 

I remember Mrs. Willis and Mr. Weber and was molded by them because they 
gave more than was required. They left an indelible mark on my character because 
they gave from their own life experiences. 


There are still teachers of that sort today; and aides and administrators also. 
There are some in this District. I’ve seen them in action. There are the personnel who 
know that teaching is much more than filling a mind with facts and concepts, more than 
the best textbooks and well prepared lesson plans, more than shuttling the discipline 
problem off to the principal’s office. There are personnel who know that the real 
burden of teaching has a lot to do with molding character, integrity, self-control, 
perseverance, patience, empathy and all the other qualities that make an individual 
fully human. 


I am fully convinced that every resident of Monterey has the obligation to hold 
the District personnel accountable for the significant part they play in the character 
development of the children of this community. Find ways to let the school personnel 
know that our children see better than they hear, that they need strong role-models 
and heroes, not a re-play of last year’s lesson plans. Encourage them to do more than 
just meet the requirements of a job description and contract. Encourage them to do 
‘‘more than.’’ A generation from now the residents of Monterey and your grand- 
children will thank you.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


July 1, 1977 - June 30, 1978 


During fiscal 1978, the library circulated 3,569 books from its collection. This 
showed a 20% increase over 1977. Bookmobile circulation was 3,086, counted a new 
way which cannot be compared with the figure for 1977. 


Mr. Newman B. Abercrombie, after serving as our librarian for 54 years, 
retired in May. For his diligence, his intelligence, and his high moral character — not 
to mention his wit — we thank Mr. Abercrombie. His efforts are evidenced in the 
fine library that exists today. We are grateful that he remains a trustee and look 
forward to his continuing contributions in that capacity. 


The trustees have appointed Anne Marie Makuc acting librarian. A job description 
is being written and it is hoped that a permanent librarian will be appointed in the fall. 


In October we were saddened by the untimely death of Jill Taylor Ensign, whose 
library qualifications and warm personality made her an asset on the board. Mr. 
Robert Ensign consented to fill his late wife’s position and subsequently, along with 
Mary Ward who replaced Georgiana O’Connell, was elected in May. 


We were most fortunate to receive two large gifts this year. Rev. and Mrs. 
Virgil Brallier gave a fund to be used for the purchase of ecology books in memory 
of their late son, Stephen J. Brallier. Many people contributed to a fund established 
in memory of Mrs. Ensign. Several ideas are now being considered for the use of that 
gift. We thank these donors along with the many individuals who gave to the library 
this year. 


The Monterey kindergarten enjoyed a bi-weekly program at the library through- 
out the school year. Many films adapted from picture books were obtained from the 
Western Regional Public Library System and shown to the class. The kindergartners 
borrowed books regularly and we thank the parents and Mrs. Anderson, their teacher, 
who cooperated to see that the books were returned promptly and in good shape. It is 
hoped that these children will continue to use our library on an individual basis. 


The library is now on the delivery rute of the Western Regional Public Library 
System and this facilitates our inter-library loan service, making it faster and eliminating 
postage. This service also allows us ready access to films and we hope to offer more 
film programs in the coming year.

Library hours now remain the same year-round. We have added an outside 
book-drop so that books may be returned at any time, even when the library is not 
open. We welcome any other suggestions which will make our library even more vital 
for all in our community.

September 22, 1978 — Pettion of Judith I. Bach for a variance from the terms 
of the Monterey Protective By-Law, in order to divide a parcel of land with two 
dwellings thereon into two lots.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The Monterey Board of Selectmen reports as follows: 


(1) Weekly Meeting Time: The Board now convenes at 7 P.M. If Monday is a legal 
holiday, the meeting is held on Tuesday. Though open to the public, the period be- 
tween 7 and 8 P.M. is devoted to routine, ongoing business: correspondence, con- 
sultation with town employees, etc. At 8 P.M. sharp, routine business is tabled in favor 
of addressing the concerns of people in attendance. The revision was made in an effort 
to reduce the inconvenience and delay experienced by the public in the past. 


(2) Board of Health: The Board of Selectmen is the Board of Health. The Board of 
Health is charged with substantial powers and responsibilities regarding the health, 
safety, and welfare of people living, or intending to live, in Monterey — from the 
issuance of various permits, through the approval or disapproval of septic systems, 
to the inspection of camps, to the condemnation of buildings unfit for human habita- 
tion. It has been suggested that an elected Board of Health, independent and separate 
from the Board of Selectmen, be established. It has further been suggested that a 
special appropriation be made for the appointment of a qualified sanitarian or 
engineer, on a consultant basis, to assist the Board of Health in the decisions it must 
make under Title V regulations. 


(3) Lake Buel: 90% of Lake Buel lies within the boundaries of our town, 10% 
within the Town of New Marlborough. A priceless natural asset, the Great Pond appears 
to be dying, choked with weeds. Subject to voter approval, the Selectmen of both towns 
have endorsed a proposed Federal-State-Town funded project, aimed at rescuing Lake 
Buel. The two-pronged proposal, field studied and submitted by J.F. Moynihan & 
Associates, Inc., of Lee, Massachusetts, recommends the combination of lake lowering 
(by means of a pumping station) and removal of organic sludge primarily around 
the lake’s perimeter. 


(4) Lake Garfield: Despite the 7'-8' drawdown (lowering) during the fall-winter of 
1978-79 and unlike the Summer of ’78, the Summer of ’79 did not find Lake Garfield 
‘*beautifully clear of problem weeds’’. Stated several 1979 Town beach regulars: ‘‘The 
weeds are worse this year than they’ve been since the Lake’s been lowered.’’ The 
cause(s) may be as elusive as the cure(s): weed problems now appear endemic to many 
Berkshire County lakes. The situation suggests the need for perhaps additional study 
and investigation. 


(5) Landfill/‘‘Dump’’: Concern has been voiced regarding the town sanitary land- 
fill — it seems to be closing in and filling up upon us. Question: what alternatives 
should be considered for solid waste disposal? 


(6) Zoning By-law Change: The Planning Board has been conducting public hear- 
ings regarding possible revisions in the zoning by-laws. Its recommendation to the Town 
will be made in due time. In the interim, the Board of Selectmen has been confronted 
with the situation where the landowner removed an existing structure from its founda- 
tions with an eye toward reconstructing an improved structure on the existing foundation. 
This foundation came perilously close to violating zoning setback requirements. The 
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by-laws were recently amended to permit reconstruction of non-conforming structures 
destroyed by natural disasters, provided certain conditions were met. The amendment 
did not encompass an owner’s right to purposely destroy in order to rebuild upon an 
existing foundation. In the recent case, had setback requirements not been satisfied, the 
Board would have been compelled to deny the requested Building Permit, notwith- 
standing the Board’s belief that the spirit of the By-laws was to permit such recon- 
struction. An additional amendment to the present zoning by-laws is suggested to 
cover this contingency. 


(7) Nuclear Energy et al: A group of concerned citizens has approached the Board 
regarding (a) evacuation procedures and plans in the event of nuclear mishap at the 
Rowe, Vermont plant, (b) routing of nuclear wastes through the town without notice 
to the town, and (c) monitoring of radiational effects upon the town. An ad hoc com- 
mittee, directed by Mickey Friedman, has been established to research these issues 
on behalf of the town. 


As the executive branch of municipal government, the Selectmen are charged with 
carrying out the laws of the Town. In most instances, the law is clear; frequently, 
however, discretion and judgment are required. In either event, each Board member 
is a public servant, serving at the pleasure of the voting public. In this spirit, the Board 
solicits and requests the imput, advice, and criticism of its constituency, in order that 
the total voice of Monterey may be heard on all matters affecting our Town.

Report of the Roads and Machinery 
Committee 


In the machinery area our most pressing need was to replace or oldest sander. 
The 1979 Town Meeting voted to buy a new sander. 


A new loader is high on the agenda for discussion at a ‘‘Roads and Machinery”’ 
meeting. 


The actual work on the highways is divided into construction and maintenance. In 
the past, construction has used most of our budget. 


The following projects were begun or completed during the year: 

Barnum’s flats were finished in July. 

The next project was the construction of Gould Road near the main House. 
This was possible through a generous gift from the Farm. All the work was com- 


pleted except the hard surface. That is planned for the spring. 


The third project was Beartown Road. The drainage system was installed 
in the late fall, and the job is to be completed in the next fiscal year. 


The Committee feels that, after several years of major construction, we should 
concentrate in the future on a well-financed maintenance program. 


In March, due to the resignation of Harold Crine, we hired Carl Champigny 
as road superintendent.

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Report of the Fire Department 


July 1, 1978 - December 31, 1979 


The Monterey Fire Department responded to a total of 46 calls during the past 
eighteen months. The majority of these calls were caused by unsafe use of wood 
burning stoves and related equipment. We expect the incidence of such calls to increase 
as the cost of other heating fuels escalates. We will become more active in the areas 
of education about and regulation of wood burning equipment. We are required to 
inspect all installations of such equipment and, when properly installed, issue permits 
before they may be used. We feel that one of the more important requirements for 
such a permit is the installation of an approved smoke detector. 


A significant achievement during this period was the purchase of Radio Allerting 
Units and the inauguration of radio dispatching from the Great Barrington fire 
station. The paging units were bought with the proceeds from the ‘‘First Annual 
Firemen’s Steak Roast’’ and individual donations by every member of the Fire 
Department of $50.00 to $75.00. This system makes possible the instant alerting of 
every fireman to any call for emergency assistance. The sytem works in this manner: 
when a call is made to our regular Fire Department number (528-1932), the telephone 
is answered at the Great Barrington fire station, which is manned 24 hours daily, as well 
as here in Monterey. The person answering the phone pushes a button which elec- 
tronically alerts the pagers carried by the Monterey firemen. The radios in turn sound 
a loud tone to attract the firemen and then give directions to the location and informa- 
tion on the type of emergency. The lengthy process of telephoning each individual 
fireman is eliminated. The units are more sure to reach the firemen because most are 
are battery operated and carried on the user’s belt. 


The vote of the May 1979 Town Meeting to purchase a new triple-combination 
pumper/tanker/attack truck is regarded as an indication of the concern of the towns- 
people for the protection of themselves and their property. The purchase of new equip- 
ment was mandated by the failure of the old tanker and the need of a large quantity 
of water than can be rapidly and effectively applied to a fire at the earliest stage. An 
influencing factor presented at the town meeting is that 80% of the property in 
Monterey does not have access to a suitable water supply for water suppression purposes. 


The ‘‘Second Annual Firemen’s Steak Roast’’ proved to be even more successful 
than its predecessor. Over 500 people attended. The proceeds from this affair, together 
with contributions from members of the Department who, to a man, again returned to 
the Department their annual stipend from the Town, have been used to purchase and 
install a 100 watt transmitter and 70 foot antenna on the hill behind the fire house. 
This radio, controlled remotely by the dispatcher at the Great Barrington fire station, 
is providing excellent communications to any part of town. 


We have sponsored several ‘‘Open Houses’’ at the fire station to demonstrate our 
equipment and to conduct a seminar on wood stove installation. We are the proud 
possessors of a film strip that teaches safe wood stove installation, and we will be happy 
to present it to a meeting of any interested group. 

At the instigation of some of our members, we have attempted — with very little 
success so far — to learn more about the hazards posed by the transport of nuclear 
material through town, and if radioactive levels were being monitored in the area. We 
also attempted to learn what planning, if any, state and federal agencies have made to 
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cope with nuclear accidents which may occur in our area. The state Civil Defense does 
offer a course in radioactive detection and monitoring which was held in an all-day 
session at the fire house on Saturday, December 1. 


We have several areas of concern. We need new members. If anyone has the 
inclinaton to be a volunteer, they should speak to any of the firemen who will be glad 
to sponsor their candidacy. Inflation and the escalating price of fuel oil have had an 
extremely adverse effect on our budget. We have taken steps to make the fire house 
more fuel efficient, but we are entirely dependent on heating oil. 


The Department responded men and equipment to the following calls: 


wood stove/chimney fires — 8 mutual aid — 2 
woods/grass fires — 5 false alarms — 3 
structure fires — 3 miscellaneous — 3 


accidents/wash downs — 3 


We meet at least weekly to drill with our equipment and to study fire suppression 
and safety tactics. We have become good friends as we have worked together so that, 
today, we have become a close knit, well coordinated unit. We hope our performance 
enables you to regard us with some measure of pride and respect.

The Commission is currently considering several suggestions for improving, 
expanding and beautifying the playground area at the park.

roads that were to be discontinued but were not, $400.00 to use the Great Barrington 
Police Department facilities, $1,000.00 for painting the exterior of the Monterey Public 
Library, $667.00 for the Berkshire Mental Health Association, $400.00 for the Council 
on Aging, $450.00 for the Children’s Health Program, Inc., $500.00 for the Special 
Conservation Commission Fund, $10,000.00 to be held in the Stabilization Fund, to 
transfer from State Aid to Public Libraries Fund $1,000.00 to the Library Appropri- 
ation Account, to transfer from the County Dog Tax Account $147.20 to the Library 
Appropriation Account as provided by Chapter 140, Section 172 of the General Laws 
and a motion was made and seconded to appropriate the sum of $73,625.00 for the 
purchase of a fire engine, and to meet said appropriation as follows: 


1. To raise by taxation the sum of $15,000.00. 

2. To transfer from Available Funds in the Treasury the sum of $8,625.00. 

3. To borrow the sum of $50,000.00 by note or bond for a period not to exceed 
four years at an annual rate not to exceed 6 percent. 


A motion was made and seconded for the Town exempt $111,384.00 of Free Cash 
from being used to reduce the tax rate.

Report of Main Street 
Human Resources 


Main Street Human Resources, Southern Berkshire’s Mental Health Clinic, 
serves 13 towns in the South County area. 


We are a Satellite clinic overseen by Berkshire Mental Health Association, 
funded by the state through the Department of Mental Health and local allocations. 
An advisory board of local citizens supports and assists the staff of seven in any 
way they can. 


In 1979 the clinic served 7 from Monterey using 105 sessions of couples, families 
and individuals. Residents of Monterey were also involved in 18 group sessions last 
year. The Community Care program initiated in 1978, set up to take care of patients 
in need of daily treatment as Northampton State Hospital is phased out, continued 
in 1979 to provide these essential services for approximately 30 patients in the area. 


We would like to thank the people of South County for their continued support 
of our program. Thanks to them we are now able to meet the needs of the people 
we serve.

Any resident of the member towns over 60 years of age 
could call our Dial-a-Ride number and receive a free ride to the Senior Center, 
meal site, doctor appointments and grocery stores. Recently the Transportation Com- 
mittee received a grant of $2,500 from the Department of Elder Affairs to help defray 
some of the cost.

CEMETERY RULES 
Town of Monterey — November 1, 1979 


1. Every legal resident whose domicile is in the Town of Monterey, Berkshire County, 
Massachusetts, shall be entitled, at no cost, to one plot in a cemetery owned and 
maintained by the Town of Monterey. 


2. No cemetery plot shall be given or sold to non-residents, except as otherwise 

herein provided respecting descendants of legal residents. 
3. A legal resident whose domicile is in the Town of Monterey may purchase from 
the Cemetery Committee, for a negotiated price, additional plots for the following 
non-resident members of his or her immediate family, provided the non-resident 
member is under the age of nineteen: 

1. Son; 2. Daughter; 3. Brother; 4. Sister 

No deed to a plot shall be issued prior to the installation of a corner stone. 
The corner stone shall be installed no later than two (2) months after burial. 
Use of any plot shall be restricted as specified in the deed. 


No planting on any plot is permitted without the written approval of the Cemetery 
Committee.

The major emphasis this year has been assisting the lake Buel Association in 
forwarding its data to the many state and federal committees concerned with weed 
control. 


The implementation and coordination of the Wetlands Protection Act (G.L. 
Chap. 131, Sec. 40) continues to be an ongoing concern. A full Wetlands filing and 
hearing may take 60 days to accomplish before any project may be started. If you - 
have any plans for filling, grading or altering property within 200 feet of wetlands 
or streams, apply promptly to the Commission, and we can advise you how to 
proceed. The Commission is particularly concerned with the construction of any pond 
or the damming of any stream. Strict adherence to the Wetlands Act criteria de- 
termined by this Commission is monitored by the State Department of Environmental 
Engineering, and there are stiff fines for non-compliance. 


We wish to thank Ellen Pearson for her efforts in that memorable ‘‘I Love 
Monterey Day’’. It was a fine celebration of the earth in general and of Monterey 
in particular. 


Currently, the Commission is working on upgrading the Town Plan in conformance 
with state and federal regulations.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


During the fiscal year 1978-1979 the library circulated 7,058 books, a heartening 
increase from the 3,569 circulated in 1977-78. 228 records were circulated, compared 
to 49 in 1977-78. 30 films, 17 inter-library loan books and 3,086 books from the 
Bookmobile also were circulated. 


Anne Marie Makuc was appointed by the Board to serve as Head Librarian, 
after Newman Abercrombie’s retirement. She had resigned as Chairman of the Board, 
and Robert H. Ensign was elected to serve as Chairman. In addition Mary Ward was 
elected Recording Secretary and Betty Lee Carlson elected Corresponding Secretary. 


Some notable improvements to the Library building were made this year. Wall- 
to-wall carpeting has been installed, a gift of the Public Affairs Division of the 
Dupont Company arranged by Judith Mortenson; and comfortable chairs and reading 
lamps ordered, to be a gift from the Jill Ensign Memorial Fund. Also, combination 
storm windows have been installed throughout, and a contract let for painting the 
exterior in July. In front of the building a new flag graces the flagpole. It was ordered 
through Silvio Conte’s office and flown over the nation’s capitol before being sent here. 


The Monterey Kindergarten continues to enjoy a bi-weekly program, with frequent 
showing of films. The Girl Scouts also use the library facilities for their regular meetings. 


Contributions have been received in Memory of Isabelle B. Weiss. These have 
been deposited in the Library Memorial Contribution Fund. 


We wish to thank all who have contributed to the library and its operation 
and remind you that the Board welcomes suggestions for improving the library’s 
service to the community.

The Board of Health has amended its policy for percolation tests and groundwater 
observation holes beyond the spring test period (April Ist to June Ist) to include the 
period of October 15th through November 15th, provided: 


1. That the total cumulative precipitation January 1 through the beginning of 
October is no less than 34.4 inches (as recorded at Stockbridge, Mass.) and that 
precipitation for the months of August and September is no less than normal. 


2. That all other aspects of the test comply with Title 5. 

3. That the registered professional engineer supervising the test state and show, by 
means of a soil log, the relationship between the observed groundwater levels and 
the maximum levels occurring during the spring of the year. : 

The Board of Health has been assisted by the State Department of Public Health on 
many occasions this year, including detailed camp inspections which will result in a 
much updated system for Camp Shalom on Lake Garfield. 

The Board Greatly appreciates the continued cooperation of the people of Monterey.

Report of the Police Department 


During the last Fiscal Year (July 1, 1979 - June 30, 1980) the Department prosecuted 
247 motor vehicle violations in court. Other cases prosecuted pertained to tresspassing, 
breaking and entering, theft, assaults, destruction of private property and larceny. 

As of last July, when the State took over the court system, all fines have been return- 
ed in total to the towns. By May of this year, Monterey had received $4000. from this 
source. 

Each Officer is now required by law to take a course and pass an exam in 
Massachusetts to be qualified to exercise the power of arrest and carry out the law. Of- 
ficers Christie, Whitbeck and Chief Lyman have passed the exam. 

It is difficult at times to cover a town properly with an on-call department, but thanks 
to my dedicated Officers, Monterey is cared for very well. | am pleased to commend Of- 
ficers James Christie, Daniel Whitbeck, Robert Hardisty and our Matron Pat Christie.

TOWN OF MONTEREY 
ANNUAL REPORT FISCAL YEAR 1979-80 


The Finance Committee: 


In addition to regular meetings met with the Selectmen at their request to make 
recommendations on the financial articles for the Special Town Meeting on January 30, 
1980, and the Annual Town Meeting of May 3, 1980, and concurred with the Selectmen 
on the amounts requested in these articles; 


Attended a meeting on Oct. 24, 1979 on a proposed Flood Control Plan; 


Is a member of the Mass. Association of Town Finance Committees and the Secretary 
of the Committee attended the Annual Town Finance Conference and Workshop of 
that Association on Dec. 1, 1979. 


Met on Jan. 8, 1980, with officials of the Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
to hear and approve the request of the District for Town participation in the cost of ma- 
jor repairs and improvements and the annual operating costs of the Monterey Center 
School building, which is used for Town Offices as well as for Kindergarten classes; 


Requested budget figures for Fiscal Year 1980-81 from Town Officers and Department 
Heads, and drew up proposed budget in conference with the Selectmen; 


Authorized transfers from time to time from Reserve Fund to cover charges against 
depleted accounts as requested by Selectmen and Treasurer. 


The Finance Committee is concerned that budgets be tight, but adequate to prevent 
overdrafts and to avoid the need for special town meetings to act on supplementary ap- 
propriations which must come from Free Cash and therefore must be made up by taxa- 
tion the following year. 


We urge every Department Head to keep an account with a running balance of the 
department’s appropriation. If, because of emergencies or unforseen escalation of 
costs, expenses threaten to exceed the budget, we recommend a conference with the 
Selectmen and Treasurer, and that payment of wages and salaries be given priority over 
bills for materials.

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Report of the Salary Commission 


SALARY COMMISSION 
FISCAL YEAR 1979-80 


In accordance with a vote of the Town Meeting, the Salary Commission was ap- 
pointed in December 1979 with special instructions to bring in recommendations on 
salary and wages of the Town Highway Department in time for a Special Town Meeting 
in January. 


The following members were appointed: 
Barbara A. Gauthier E. Edward Morris E. H. Tony Reed, III 
John A. Ryder W. Raymond Ward 


Recommendations for increases in salary and wages for the Highway Department 
were made to the Selectmen and the Finance Committee and were adopted at the Special 
Town Meeting on Jan. 30, 1980. 


The Commission also voted to recommend that the Selectmen write job descriptions 
for the position of Highway Superintendent and the jobs of the permanent employees of 
the Highway Department before the next Annual Town Meeting. 


In a series of public meetings in preparation for the Annual Town Meeting, various 
town officers, department heads, and employees were interviewed or submitted written 
requests which were carefully considered in the light of duties and responsibilities, com- 
pensation in past years, and some comparison with compensation paid in other towns. 
Recommendations were then made to the Selectmen with a copy to the Finance Com- 
mittee. No recommendations were made concerning Library staff, which is appointed 
by the Library Board, or concerning the Assessor’s Clerk, who is appointed by the 
Board of Assessors. 


The Selectmen and the Finance Committee did not approve recommendations for 
further increases in salary and wages for the Highway Department, but other recom- 


mendations were approved for incorporation in the budget and were adopted at the An- 
nual Town Meeting on May 3, 1980.

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Report of the Roads and 
Machinery Committee 


The Roads and Machinery Committee made much progress in the fiscal year 1979-80. 


The Beartown Mountain Road project was finally completed, covering the stretch of 
road from the Lake Garfield outlet proceeding north to Hupi Road. Additionally, the 
project on Gould Road near the Main House was completed. 


The winter brought mixed blessings. On account of the lack of snow, we were able to 
turn back the sum of $16,228.75 to the Town in the Snow and Sand Account. On the 
other hand, bare ground and bare roads usually mean a great deal of frost, resulting in 
the deterioration of road surface. 


In July, 1979, Mr. Carl Champigny resigned his position as Highway Superintendent. 
Mr. John W. Field was appointed the new Highway Superintendent on August 13, 
1979. 


At the Annual Town Meeting on May 3, 1980, the Town authorized the purchase of a 
new articulated loader for the Highway Department. Subsequently, we purchased a 
Case Loader with a special four-way bucket. 


At the same Annual Town Meeting, we explained to the Town that we were having 
major problems with the old grader. The repair estimate was well over $6,000. The 
Town then voted additional monies for the Machinery and Tools Account in order to 
pay for the repair of the grader or for the purchase of a replacement. This action 
resulted in our rental and purchase of a used grader which has approximately twice the 
capacity of the old machine. 


For the fiscal year 1980-81 we have planned to gravel as many of the dirt roads as 
possible. We also plan to resurface as many of the hard-surfaced roads as possible with 
bituminous asphalt. Additionally, we plan to lay 2,500 feet of subdrainage pipe on the 
following roads: 


1. Route 23, from River Road to Avalon School; 
2. Blue Hill Road, from Route 23 proceeding south approximately 200 yards; and, 
3. Sandisfield Road, from the Chestnut Hill Road intersection to the Sandisfield 
town line.

“,.Pound Foolish’’ 


A thousand bucks is still a lot of cash. This year many of us will spend that amount for 
home energy needs. We will spend that much keeping four wheels on the road, and that 
amount again to put food on the table. We grumble at the thought of it and try to be as 
penny wise as possible. Yet each family in this town will spend more than twice that 
amount this year in local tax dollars for each child in shcool. (There are about 115 
Monterey students in our district schools and our share of the school budget is close to 
$250,000.) 


For most, this tends to be a ‘“‘hidden’”’ expense since it doesn’t grab our wallet every time 
we pull up to the gas pump or walk into the super market. But stop and consider the cost 
of educating one child through twelve years of school. Now multiply that by the number 
of your children. For me that would be a cost of more than $60,000! That’s an invest- 
ment of considerable magnitude. If this investment is managed well, my children will 
complete twelve years of school ready for employment or additional education. Assum- 
ing active participation in the labor force, a high school graduate can expect at least 
$500,000 to pass through his/her hands in a lifetime...en excellent return for the 
amount invested. 


But there is much more than economics at stake. We are investing in our own flesh and 
blood; our own children. Such a perspective makes this investment one of the most 
serious in our entire lives. There is not one among us who would invest $60,000 and 
forget about it for twelve years just assuming that it is being well managed. Yet there is 
the tendency to hand over the cash and our children as well with few questions asked. 
We to generously trust our educational ‘‘brokers’’ with out investment. Where respon- 
sibility is granted, accountibility must be demanded. 


Do we know our “‘brokers’’? Are they the people we would have hired to manage our 
investment? Do we know what is important in their lives and hence what will be com- 
municated to our children as significant? How do we want our children prepared 
academically and vocationally? What should they be taught in such areas as music, art, 
sports, sex education, nutrition and human relationships? Not only must we have 
answers to such questions, but we must forthrightly inform school personnel what we 
expect of them. That’s a tough order to be sure. But then it is our cash and our children. 


t’s always been easier to be penny wise.

This past year the Conservation Commission has processed four (4) full Wetlands 
hearings, in addition to several informal hearings relating to agricultural and/or fire 
ponds. Guidelines were drawn up for maintenance at several lakeshore properties and 
for several private lakes. The Commission retains all records of such proiect in the files 
and periodically monitors them. 


The weed problem on Lake Buel continued to occupy this Commission, and in April 
an informational meeting was jointly sponsored with the Lake Buel Association to ac- 
quaint all interested persons with the history of the problem and prospects for restoring 
the lake. To this end, we have assisted in drawing up applications for funding from the 
various agencies and continue to work with all parties concerned in a successful comple- 
tion of this year’s harvesting of weeds and in obtaining funds for the future long-range 
treatments. 


Commission members have participated in various county and state conservation 
seminars, panels and meeting. The committees are as follows:

The Commission wishes to again remind residents that any filling, grading or altering 
of property within 200 feet of wetlands or streams falls under the provisions of the 
Wetlands Protection Act (G.L. Chap 131, sec. 40) and must be reviewed by the Con- 
servation Commission. If you have a project that may fall within this scope, please con- 
fer with us at an early date, so that all interests may be best protected.

Report of the Library Trustees 


During the fiscal 1979-80 the library circulated 7750 books, a continuing increase 
from previous years. 386 records were circulated, compared to 228 in 1978-79. Many 
films and inter-library loan books were circulated. Bookmobile circulation was down to 
2341, compared to 3,086 in 1978-79, reflecting their curtailed schedule. Losses have 
been remarkably small, totaling one book whose borrower has reimbursed the library. 

The Girl Scouts and Brownies use the library facilities for their regular meetings, and 
are to be commended for their excellent care of the meeting room. The Monterey 
Kindergarten continues to enjoy a bi-weekly program with occasional showing of films. 


On October 25, 1979 the Advisory Council of the Western Regional Public Library 
System met here. 


Continuing improvements to the library building are being made. The chairs and 
lamps, a gift of the Jill Ensign Memorial Fund, were receivd and are a great addition. A 
book cart has been ordered. 

The Book Sale on the library lawn in July, 1979, was a success with $120. being realiz- 
ed. In this connection we wish to thank all those who contributed books for the regular 
collection or the sale. 


Finally, we want to thank Harold Hart for his many years of voluntary service in 
removing the library’s trash.

At the Special Town Meeting the Town voted to transfer from available funds the 
sum of $628.27 for the reserve account, $25,55 for Health Insurance $500.00 for the 
Park Commission Account, $150.00 for the Inspector of Wires Account, $2,000.00 for 
the Town Garage Account, $2,847.96 to pay for an unpaid balance due for the Audit of 
Town Financial Records, $2,621.95 to pay for an unpaid balance due on the Fire Truck 
purchased in 1976, $53,104.00 to retify an overdraft of $40,104.00 in the Chapter 81 
Highways Account and an overdraft of $13,000.00 in the Conservation Commission 
Land Purchase Account as per the results of the Audit Report of June 30, 1978. Also 
voted was to raise the wages of machinery operator, permanent S5O¢ from $4.75 to 
$5.25 per hour, foreman 25¢ from $5.25 to $5.50 per hour, laborer 40¢ from $3.10 to 
$3.50 per hour and raise the salary of working superintendent $1,560.00 from 
$11,960.00 to $13,520.00. 

At the Annual Town Meeting the Town voted the total budget for 1980-81 
$463,370.42, Special Articles $120,163.79 with a grand total of $583,534.21. 

The Town voted to riase and appropriate $1,183.00 the Town’s share of repairs to the 
center school and Town Offices Building, $16,084.00 for a Special Highway Account, 
of which $9,640.73 will be reimbursed by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
$23,000.00 for a Special Highway Account, $35,790.00 for the purchase of an ar- 
ticulated loader ($4,000.00 from machinery earnings, $4,000.00 from Federal Revenue 
Sharing, $17,000.00 from the stabilization fund and $10,790.00 from taxation, 
$1,600.00 for insulating the attic of the Library, $15,325.00 for the Loan and Interest 
on the purchase of a Fire Engine, $500.00 to use the Great Barrington Police Depart- 
ment Facilities, $7,000.00 for the purchase of an new Police Cruiser, $835.00 for the 
Berkshire Mental Health Assoc., $400.00 for the Council on Aging, $600.00 for the 
Children’s Health Program, $500.00 for the Special Conservation Commission,

$40,000.00: 2) carrying out a diagnostic-feasibility study of longrange corrective action 
to restore Lake Buel on a 70% Federal — 30% local formula: and the Town ap- 
propriated this sum from taxation. To transfer from Federal Revenue Sharing Funds 
the sum of $10,000.00 for Highway Capital Expenditures and Highway Maintenance 
Expenditures. To transfer from available funds in the Treasury the sum of $1,300.00 for 
the fiscal 1979/80 Reserve Fund, to pay for unanticipated Transfers to Vocational 
Education, the Town voted to exceed the 1979/80 appropriation limit established by 
Chapter 151 of the acts of 1979 by an additional amount of $63,177.73. The Town 
voted to transfer from State Aid to Public Libraries Fund the sum of $1,000.00 to the 
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Library appropriation and to transfer from the County Dog Tax Account $109.66 to the 
Library appropriation Account as provided by Chapter 140, Section 172 of the General 
Laws. Appropriation Limit: The Town voted to increase the appropriations limit by 
$60,107.00 so that the appropriations limit as so increased will be $396,788.00, to retain 
free cash: The Town voted to exemp $105,934.00 of free cash and that such free cash 
not be utilized for the purpose of reducing the property tax levy for 1981.

Considerable hours were 
spent on the Lake Buel Project and assistance was given to the U.S. Census. The new 
Rules and Regulations of the Board of Appeals were corrected to the Board’s desires 
and printed, as were the various forms used in the hearings. Files were maintained for 
the Conservation Commission and the Board of Appeals, and mailings for hearings of 
both bodies were done by this office. The Minutes of the general meetings of both 
Boards, as well as their hearings were done by the clerk and are available to inquiry in 
the office.

During the year, 1979, the Southern Berkshire Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., pro- 


vided the following services to the Town of Monterey. The cost of these services to our 
agency is also provided.

Our fees have not kept pace with inflation. We attempted to raise them slowly during 
1979. Thus, our end-of-the-year cost study showed a loss on every visit. We are hoping 
to rectify this situation this year. The fact that the people of your town are not calling 
on Our many services offered is the reason for not using the full allocation towards your 
town’s appropriation to our agency. We will also continue to attempt to bring grant 
monies into the area as well as to increase our nocharge services to the community. Our 
nursing assessment clinics called ‘‘Southern Berkshire Visiting Nurse Association Nurs- 
ing Clinics for Health Promotion”’ will begin for adults in late March. We will be begin- 
ning some health counseling and assessment clinics for adolescents in February. 


Since the closing of the Adult Day Health Program in New Boston, we are working 
with the state and Berkshire Home Care to study the feasibility of providing this service 
in a more centrally located area. Medicaid reimburses for the program and travel for 
eligible recipients over sixteen years. Should the program become a reality, there is real 
possibility that there may be people who would need financial assiatance from town 
monies to attend. 


Our plans for the year include increasing all our visits. For example, we have 
budgeted 6,000 nursing visits — up from 4,800 last year. We have also applied for a 
grant to increase Nursing Home Health Aide and add Medical Social Services. 


In July, 1979, we took over the Telephone Reassurance Program from Help Phone. 
This program has made 1700 calls in the Southern Berkshire area. The Coordinator of 
the program has just been given a CETA position and will have even more time to 
devote to building up this program. 
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Our Board has worked hard to set up a new structure including a Long Range Plann- 
ing Committee. This Committee is now considering doing a needs assessment of the 
area. 

We have also been doing more speaking in the area. Should any local organization 
like a representative to speak to the group, please call our office. We could present a 
program based on our work or on a particular health related topic. An agency represen- 
tative is also available to speak to the Town Board of Selectmen or Finance Committee. 
Again, please call our agency. 


Last, but not least - you know the people of your Town. Should anyone have a health 
related problem, or need help, do not hesitate to call our office. We are your agency. 
We are here to help you.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


This year has been one of anxiety over Proposition 244, frustration over 
lack of definitive legislation at the state level, and agonizing decision over how to 
make our budget meet the restrictive budget levels set in our member towns. 


As a result of these factors and declining enrollment, we have closed the 
Ashley Falls School which has been a one-room school since 1872 and the North 
Egremont School which has been in operation since 1883. The Ashley Falls 
Program, under the supervision of teacher Fileen Brennan, will be a happy 
addition to the Sheffield Center Elementary Program and will be housed in the 
Career Education building next door. Our very competent maintenance staff, 
under the direction of Robert Nilson, will be making the renovations to the 
classrooms during the summer. 


The maintenance staff has been busy this last year renovating the 
“caretaker’s” house located on the Mount Everett property. The 
superintendent’s and the business manager’s offices were moved there in 
February. A solar heating system, the components of which were provided 
through a Federal Grant, is being installed by the Building Structures students in 
cooperation with the Buildings & Grounds staff. Beginning in September 1982, 
the solar system will be available for study to students and interested members of 
our communities. 


A professional energy audit was completed on all school buildings this 
spring. As a consequence, some adjustments are being made to the oil burners, 
and more insulation and weatherstripping projects are scheduled for the near 
future in various buildings. 


Another “energy-saver” planned for the fall will be the reduction of late bus 
runs, which we hope will not havea serious effect on our Athletic Programs. The 
Intramural Program will be expanded to compensate for the loss of 
interscholastic 7th and 8th grade sports - an action taken by the Berkshire 
County Athletic Directors. In addition, the School Committee has granted Mr. 
Seavey’s request for the initiation of a boys’ and girls’ Soccer Program for the 
fall. This addition, as well as the elimination of Field Hockey, will be in 
alignment with action taken by the other schools in Berkshire County. 


We note with regret the retirement this year of Dorothea Burnett. She has 
been in the teaching profession for thirty-six years and will be sorely missed at 
the New Marlborough School and as a contributing member of our staff. 


Committee member Gerard Chapman, who moved, was replaced by Judith 
Thompson in August. His dedicated presence will be missed, along with that of 
Will Barrett who has served as our Collaborative member and that of Bruce 
Person who has served with devotion and enthusiasm as our chairman for the 
last two years. 


Our Basic Skills Program linked with competency testing and remedial 
work, our variety of elective courses, the extra-curricular activities and strong 
discipline, are our investments in tomorrow’s leaders. We must continue to 
provide for the young people of our communities who will be the parents, 
businesspersons and taxpayers of tomorrow. The strengths or weaknesses of our 
nation in the years to come lie in what we teach our children today.

We close with pride in our excellent programs and accomplishments of this 
past year and believe that they are a direct result of the enthusiasm, the 
dedication and the competency of our superintendent, Thomas A. Consolati, 
and our administration and staff. They, along with the members of the School 
Committee, are aware of the problems of inflation and budget restrictions. 
Together we have prepared a net budget for the year 1981-1982 that is 6.7% 
lower than this year’s - without, we hope, jeopardizing our investments or 
compromising the high quality of education we are now offering in our schools. 
We have appreciated the support and suggestions from the town officials, 
parents and other community adults during this past year. We urge the 
continued cooperation of all people - students and adults - toward the 
development of a school district of which we may all be proud and confident.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


It is with continuing enthusiasm and pleasure that I submit my fourth 
annual report as Superintendent of our school district. 


Policies and Procedures 


The following actions were taken during this past year to improve and 
maintain our district’s Management system: 


- A revised District Professional Staff Performance Evaluation system was 
implemented. 

- The Mount Everett library was refurbished. Storm windows and new 
doors were installed in the Monterey School, and the exterior was 
repainted. Storm windows were installed on one-half of the Sheffield 
Center School, and the Mount Everett Regional School “Custodian’s 
House” was converted to the Central Administrative Office Building. A 
federally funded solar heating system, assembled by Buildings and 
Grounds personnel and Building Structures students, for demonstration 
to students and interested district residents is presently being installed in 
the Central Administrative Office Building. | 

- The Ashley Falls School and the North Egremont School were closed. 

- A formal District-wide Energy Conservation Program based on a 
professional audit of each building was developed and initiated. 

- After-school student transportation services were reduced. 

- The Mount Everett Regional School Student suspension, smoking and 
tardiness procedures were re-evaluated and strengthened. 

- A district-wide procedure to increase the effectiveness of substitute 
teachers was developed and implemented. 

- A system to control and utilize more efficiently the AV equipment at 
Mount Everett was established through the Mount Everett library. 

- The criteria for evaluation of the performance of coaches were broadened. 

- The scope and cost of the South Berkshire Educational Collaborative 
administration and program offerings were reduced. 


Instruction 


The district’s instructional Program underwent the following reviews, 
revisions and modifications during 1980-1981: 


- Closer coordination between the district’s Nutrition Education and Food 
Services menu planning was achieved. 

- A Basic Skills Competency Testing and Remedial Program was 
established for grades 3, 5 and 8 in reading, writing and mathematics. A 
Competency Testing Program in listening was developed for grade 8. 

- The coordination of all district and community resources to identify and 
meet the needs of pre-school through grade 2 children was made more 
explicit. 

- Professional staff inservice workshops were held on the topics of 1) 
programs for gifted and talented children, 2) use and uses of modern AV 
equipment in instruction, 3) alcohol and drug awareness. 

- The K-6 Math and Language Arts Programs were further refined and 
creative writing units added. 


- A CPR Program was implemented for all students in grade 11,a Drug and 
Alcohol Awareness Program was implemented for grades 5-8 and the 
“Learning about Myself and Others” Sex Education Program was 
implemented for grades K-4 students and their parents. 

- The continuity of instruction from grades 4-7 was further improved. 

- The District Special Education Services delivery system was streamlined. 

- The scope of the high school Elective Program in English and Social 
Studies was reduced.

REPORT OF PAUL W. LANGER 
Supervising Principal 
ELEMENTARY UNITS, K-4 


During the school year 1980-81 in the elementary units, in addition to 
providing programs in basic skills education, the administration and staff placed 
additional energies to improving the elementary programs in operation. The 
activities for improvement during the year were the continuing efforts to provide 
a sound base to establish basic skills programs. A series of workshops and 
classroom demonstrations for teachers was a focus to bring an awareness and 
increase in skill development in written communications. State funds were 
awarded for this writing workshop to improve teaching techniques in the basic 
skills program of writing. Writing is one of the many expressive language 
components of the AIRS program in need of our attention for developmental 
writing skills. During the coming year we look forward to further energies in 
this curriculum area. The newly implemented mathematics program - STAMM, 
the Systematic Teaching and Measuring of Mathematics - proved to give 
continuity and consistency to our efforts for a comprehensive curriculum. 

Implemented this year was the Commonwealth’s Basic Skills Improvement 
Program and assessment. Results of the testing indicate our students assessed at 
the third and fifth grades are performing satisfactorily, and our basic skills 
program is proving beneficial. The parents of students not achieving minimum 
standards will be informed of extra efforts these children will require during the 
coming year. 


The implementation of the Professional Evaluation Process of assessing 
classroom instruction gained favor among staff as well as being beneficial in the 
improvement of instruction. Tenure teachers as well as non-tenure teachers 
engaged in this process. 


An exploration of the early childhood programs in our schools, those from 
pre-kindergarten through kindergarten years, was conducted by regular 
classroom teachers, special education staff, administration, parents and 
community agencies. Recommendations were made and approval granted to 
implement an early childhood program which would identify a child’s level of 
development, diagnose skill development needs, implement individual skills 
programs, and provide a system to monitor child development and 
communicate this progress to parents. This program will be implemented in the 
fall of 1981 following staff orientation. 


Additionally, a highlight of the school year was the independent reading 
programs - Summer Reading and Partners in Reading, initiated to promote 
enjoyment of reading. Approximately three-fourth of students and parents 
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participated in these programs. Congratulations are in order to parents who 
provided encouragement and to the students who participated. 


As progress to improve the educational programs is made, continued 
efforts shall be attempted to study and implement the following areas: 


- continue to monitor the basic skills programs of reading, language and 
mathematics with emphasis on the development of written expression. 

- implement an improved early childhood educational program. 

- study the development of programs attending to gifted and talented 
students. 

- examine the district’s testing program in conjunction with the basic skills 
program and assessment. 


Parent and community support have assisted in providing a means for 
promoting growth in the district schools. The staff and administration will 
continue its efforts to work at its task and seeks the public’s continuing guidance 
and support. 


REPORT OF RAYMOND F. CHAMBERLAND, JR. 
Supervising Prinicipal/ Assistant Principal 
MOUNT EVERETT REGIONAL SCHOOL, 5-12 


The 1980-1981 school year commenced with a myriad of tasks facing the 
staff and administration. Proudly as principal, I can identify that the major 
portion of our goals were completed, Basic Skills testing and the remediation 
programs for reading, writing, and mathematics were set in place. We are able to 
report that of the 81 eighth grade students tested, 88% achieved minimum 
standards in reading, 86% achieved minimum standards in writing, and 91% 
achieved minimum standards in mathematics. Remediation of those students 
who achieving minimum standards will continue in grade 9 and retesting will 
take place in May 1982. 


The social studies and science department cooperated in a joint effort to 
develop a basic program in listening skills. Although the Massachusetts 
Department of Education has granted a one-year waiver for implementation, 
our staff chose to complete the task during this school year. Pre-testing is 
scheduled for September and retesting of those students not achieving minimum 
standards will take place in May 1982. 


Our students in grades five through twelve enjoyed an expansion of 
cafeteria offerings during the school year. Mrs. Pat Boteze, our new Cafeteria 
Manager, introduced a variety of delectable offerings and innovations that 
struck the fancy of our students. 


The Mount Everett faculty was engaged in a number of curriculum 
improvement projects and long-term workshops that have addressed student 
needs in relation to drug awareness, smoking awareness, and sex education. The 
development of a health curriculum under Paul O’Brien’s leadership has also 
broadened our offerings. 


Both the junior high and high school student councils were active and 
addressed many current needs. 
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In conjunction with the remainder of the school district, the Mount Everett 
administration was involved in a new teacher evaluation program. The major 
thrust has been the improvement of instruction and has received outstanding 
faculty cooperation. 


For the first time in the history of our school, a handbook for temporary 
teachers (substitutes) was published in an attempt to ensure a continuity of 
instruction during a regular teacher’s absence. 


The preparation of the budget was approached with an extreme 
consciousness of the advent of Proposition 2'4. The entire staff must be 
complimented on the professional and frugal manner in which the budget was 
developed and yet it allows us to continue with a quality program of education at 

least for 1981-1982. 


At this, the completion of the second year after the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges evaluation of Mount Everett, lam happy to 
announce that better than 82% of the recommendations have been 
accomplished. There are some recommendations that we have had to reject as 
they involve capital costs for construction. 


In the area of Fine Arts, the Music Program flourished under Myron 
Wartella and Allen Lampman. The quality of the performances ‘was excellent. 
Also recognized was the expansion of the performance programs. 


The Art Department had an increase in the number of students receiving 
statewide recognition in painting and pottery under the encouragement of 
Donna Drew, Martha Kerber, and Marc Porrovecchio. 


The seventh and eighth grade program was improved by increased parental 
contacts and an orientation in the fall for parents of students going into grades 
seven and eight. Springtime brought a Parents’ Night for indoctrination into the 
selection of high school courses. This program was sponsored by department 
curriculum leaders and the guidance department. 


Mrs. Marcia Brolli directed a group of students in the development of a very 
fine literary magazine. Mount Everett can boast of literary publications at all 
grade levels. Mr. Steve Shifnadel and Mr. Steve Small, along with Mrs. Edwards 
and Mrs. Jaouen, produced the grade 5-8 booklet. 


I would like to take the opportunity to thank some departing members of 
our faculty for the fine service rendered to Mount Everett over a number of 
years. Mr. Robert Duchardt leaves our 7/8 Science Department to join the 
Berkshire School faculty and Mrs. Madeleine Jones leaves our Home 
Economics Department to re-locate with her family in Pennsylvania. Mrs. Jan 
McCool of the Guidance Department also is moving from Western 
Massachusetts. Mrs. Bea Zamperini will be leaving our Duplicating Room after 
a year’s service to join her family’s business. 


Sorely missed from our school will be the non-instructional aides - Mrs. 
Jean Christman, Mrs. Maureen Seward, and Mrs. Natalie Funk - whose 
positions were eliminated. 


In closing may I extend my sincere thanks to the entire teaching staff, 
custodians and faithful secretaries for their outstanding support during the 
school year. 11

District Services 


Special education services were provided to 159 students during the 1980-81 
school year. A total of 26 cores evaluation meetings and 137 annual reviews were 
conducted. 


Funding from federal sources, including P.L. 89-313 and P.L. 94-142, 
supported the pre-school program, the 9-12 resource room program, and the 
summer extension of the C.E.C. program. These federal funds have enabled us 
to provide a broader program offering than would be possible at the local 
funding level. There is some concern that the new federal budget may decrease 
these funds for the next fiscal year. 


The effect of budget reduction in the special needs areas has been minimal at 
this point. Reorganization of service delivery models and increased effort in case 
management efficiency is the result. The demands for special services, such as 
occupational therapy, physical therapy, psychiatric therapy and other special 
disciplines are very evident. Each recommendation for services is reviewed and 
we are looking to third party entitlements, such as students’ health insurance, 
and cost sharing either public or private, as a means to maintain the level of 
district services. 


Supervisor Grades 5-8 


The goal for this year was directed towards integrating the 5/6 program 
with the 7/8 instructional program. The purpose is to maintain a continuity of 
instructional standards through the 5-8 program. Emphasis on classroom 
procedures, homework, student activities, discipline and parental awareness 
characterize our attempt to provide a more consistent 5-8 program. During the 
1980-81 school year, we provided a parents’ night program for Grades 5-8 anda 
parents’ orientation night for entering fifth graders. 


This year, as in the past, parent questionnaires have gone home requesting 
responses to many of the program areas. Our response return as always is high. 
These returns will be individually read and reviewed and will serve as a guide to 
improving our program for next year. 


I would again like to thank all of those parents who have worked closely 
with the school and our staff during the year, and for those of you who are 
strangers to the school encourage you to visit the school and get involved. You 
may be surprised to see some of the interesting work in which your child is 
involved. 
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REPORT OF DAVID W. POTTLE 
Director 
OCCUPATIONAL EDUCATION/SCHEDULING/ DISCIPLINE 


A significant percentage of our students continue to go directly into full 
time employment after graduation. One of our top priorities is to provide 
occupational/ vocational experiences in order to better prepare these 
individuals for the job market. Over one-third of our high school population 
participated in either a vocational program or a skill development course this 
past year. Skill development courses are available at Mt. Everett in the following 
disciplines: Business Education, Home Economics and Industrial Arts. 
Vocational programs which prepare students for specific occupations include 
Vocational Agriculture, Distributive Education, Greenhouse, Automotive 
Technology, Food Service, Health Care, Graphic Arts, Internship and Building 
Structures. It should be noted that Building Structures is housed at Mount 
Everett, while the other vocational courses are offered through the South 
Berkshire Educational Collaborative and are taught either at Lee High School, 
Monument Mountain Regional High School or a separate facility maintained 
by the collaborative. 


Great Barrington Savings Bank is the current sponsor of our two-year 
house carpentry project, Mt. Everett XIII. The structure is located on Salisbury 
Road, Sheffield, between Root Lane and Barnum Street. In 1982, as the project 
nears completion, area realtors will be invited to list the property with their 
respective agency. A federal grant was written this past year to provide funds for 
Building Structures students to gain an experience in the operation, installation 
'and mainténance of a solar heating system. This project, located at the new 
Administrative Offices on the campus of Mt. Everett, is intended as a resource 
‘for the community and for future Building Structures classes. The Building 
‘Structures Program was evaluated by the State Department of Education, 
Division of Occupational Education this past Spring. Initial preliminary reports 
were very favorable. Recommendations will be acted upon during the coming 
school year. 


Appreciation is extended to the eight members of the Occupational 
Education Advisory Committee who met and dealt with several issues this past 
year. A special note of thanks is extended to those members ending their service 
in 1981: Dana Bartholomew, Holly Coon, David Emprimo, Sherry McDermott, 
Janet Stanton, and Marilyn Stevens. 


Objectives for the year, in the area of Student Governance, focused on 

increased parental contact relating to the disciplinary intervention and utilizing 
Internal Suspension as an alternative to External Suspension by providing a 
supervised area for students to work on class assignments. 


With the School Committee decision to reduce non-instructional aides in 
the high school and to reduce the late bus runs by one half for 1981-82, it will be 
critical that parents assume a role in correcting student school misbehavior 
through intervention at home. 


! 
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Appreciation and thanks are extended to Mr. Rennald Graber, Student 
Governance Monitor, and Mrs. Linda Wartella, Secretary to the Director of 
Occupational Education, for their helpful suggestions and hard work this past 
year. Enormous strides have been made in the past few years and our ten-year 
accreditation attests to that fact. The faculty, school committee, school 
community and, most important, the students, should feel pride and happiness 
for these achievements. I look with enthusiasm to future directions for our 
district. 


REPORT OF ROBERT M. KROL 
Supervisor 
GUIDANCE & TESTING 


Two areas of concern received the attention of the guidance and counseling 
services in the Southern Berkshire Regional School District this year. One was 
incorporating Career Education ideas into more group guidance activities. 
Both Mrs. McCool and I taught in the classroom or led discussion groups this 
year. 


The other target area was making the guidance counselor a major promoter 
of school spirit. We became much more involved in developing school spirit asa 
way to help students feel better about themselves and about their futures. 


In the area of group guidance, Mrs. McCool led the X-group, a group of 
students sharing one concern - how to adapt to a divorce at home. Students had 
the opporunity to discuss their feelings with other students. They realized that 
problems don’t seem so insurmountable when you have supportive people 
around you. 


Our yearly visits into Behavioral Science were expanded from three days to 
five days in order to incorporate some of Sydney Simon’s ideas into Abraham 
Maslow’s Pyramid of Human Needs. 


For the first time we held four 3-day “Introduction to Guidance Services” 
with the entire 7th grade. We met with good success and had many student 
initiated conferences during the year as a result of our introduction in the 
classroom. 


We set out this year to promote school spirit and in turn to have the student 
feel good about himself. Through the use of pictures, we tried to increase the 
student interest in the guidance newsletter. Bulletin boards in the main foyer, 
and in and outside of the guidance office, were made more colorful and eye- 
catching. I acted as advisor to the student-run schog] store, which successfully 
promoted school pride while teaching students about the world of business. 


Lastly, we in guidance demonstrated some new audio-visual techniques to 
the faculty and have made our expertise and equipment available to all teachers 
in the district. 


The Career Resource Center in the guidance suite continues to show 
increased use by the student body. The Time Share computer, providing 
instantaneous access to colleges, financial aid and occupational data, continues 
to be an extremely important and interesting tool to use in career planning. The 
public is invited to use the computer during after-school hours. 
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Along with Career Education, we provided the students in grades 7-12 with 
the complete range of guidance services, including vocational and educational 
guidance, job and college placement, personal counseling, and course study 
selection and planning. We also conducted a follow-up study; issued working 
permits; helped to report results of the district-wide testing program; 
successfully ran the arena scheduling process; participated in core evaluations; 
conducted parent-teacher conferences; assisted students with school 
adjustment; assisted students with financial aid planning; published a monthly 
guidance newsletter; assisted alumni with planning and applying for higher 
education. 


Twenty-two percent of this year’s graduates plan to enroll in four-year 
colleges in the fall, with thirty-two percent going to junior colleges or technical 
and nursing schools. Fourteen percent of our graduates are going directly into 
the Armed Services. That figure is the largest Armed Forces enlistment 
percentage in any one year in the history of Mt. Everett.

MOUNT EVERETT LIBRARY 


Early in the fall of this year, the library refurbishment was completed, with 
_ brown tweed carpeting put down in all three rooms, and colorful, insulated 
_ drapes. It was necessary to empty and remove the shelving in the reference room 
to place carpeting there. Thanks to the loan of a van from Mr. James 
| Collingwood, the help of custodians in moving out tables, chairs, shelves, files 
and desks , and a group of students with staff volunteers, the necessary moving 
and storage of books in the van was accomplished very smoothly. The Mt. 
Everett community was most appreciative of the assistance rendered by so 
many, but especially the primary and basic support of the School Committee. 
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The library, with its new decor, served as the center for an audio-visual 
workshop in November sponsored by the Mt. Everett Audio-Visual Council. 
This group is comprised of department leaders and representative faculty from 
all grade levels at Mt. Everett. The council had met during the summer to set 
long-range goals, discuss and organize a system for distribution and inventory of 
software and equipment, and to develop the in-service program. The 
introductory slide presentation for the workshop was created by Bob Krol 
especially for the occasion. Nine audio-visual stations were set up by faculty 
members to demonstrate video capabilities; computer applications; slide 
making; tapes; microfilm and microfiche. Resources were on display and 
departmental software was inventoried. The workshop was very well received, 
and a catalog of Mt. Everett’s audio-visual materials is underway. In this way we 
hope to promote the sharing of filmstrips, cassettes, video tapes, slides, 
transparancies, and other teaching tools. 


Mrs. Estella Bodnar, as the new library aide, has rendered valuable 
assistance at the circulation desk in signing passes, checking attendance, 
overseeing book loans and returns, processing audio-visual materials, and 
answering students’ questions. In addition, books are now in better repair, shelf 
order is maintained, and the form of call numbers throughout the catalog has 
been made consistent. The discharge of these duties has contributed to more 
effective, efficient library service. 


Information on additional resources has been made available to faculty in 
many subject areas, and particularly in the area of health education. 
Arrangements for inexpensive rental films has been handled by Mrs. Inez 
Streeter, library secretary. This is a new service offered by the library this year. 
Free and inexpensive professional materials have been sought out, ordered, and 
offered to interested faculty. For the foreign language department, 
bibliographies of school library materials relating to French, Spanish and 
German were compiled. A complete list of audio-visual material in the library 
has been made available to all teachers and students, as well as catalogs of art 
department and guidance office resources, to encourage the use of those 
materials as well. 


Library passes and classroom activity increased by 4,984 students this year, 
totaling 17,997 (excluding two study halls). Circulation also increased by nearly 
1000 items, totaling 5,927 books, pamphlets, maps, filmstrips, etc. Heavy use 
was made of reference materials, which do not circulate. It has been a 
challenging year in meeting the everchanging audio-visual and informational 
needs of the school community, but by careful resource management we hope to 
continue to expand and develop those services. 
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REPORT OF JOAN T. WILCOX, R.N.

HEALTH SERVICES 


The Health Services Department continued to function with Mrs. Joan 
Wilcox, R.N. and Mrs. Barbara Wright, R.N. The comprehensive Health 
Screening program was again carried out in grades 5-12 at Mt. Everett. Students 
were tested for vision, hearing, Scoliosis, height and weight, dental and 
physicals, and Mantoux tests in the appropriate grades. Our sincere thanks to 
our volunteers, Mrs. Margie Larkin, R:N., Mrs. Jean Casey, R.N., Mrs. Marsha 
Harvey, R.N., Mrs. Priscilla Rueger, R.D.T., and all the local dentists who 
donated their time. All students grades K-4 were screened for vision, hearing, 
heights, and weights. 


There were a total of 172 sports and regular physicals, and 49 Scoliosis 
rechecks done by Dr. George Ritter and Dr. William Adam. There were 30 cases 
of chickenpox, 20 strep throats, | Hepatitis and 6 cases of infectious mono- 
neucleosis reported in the district throughout the year. 


A Tetanus booster clinic was held in May, and 76 Tetanus boosters were 
administered to update all students. 


A total of over 5000 students were seen in the Health office this school year 
for first-aid or other assistance. The two nurses were assisted by three student 
aides, Pamela McDonald, Danielle Cote and Christine Cartinelli. We appreciate 
their dedication and help. 


Mrs. Wright and Mrs. Wilcox also participated as the medical component 
in core evaluations. They also taught health classes in two fifth and two sixth 
grades twice a week for one quarter. They assisted the Physical Education 
Department in teaching personal hygiene classes in grades 5-8. 


We would like to express our sincere appreciation to our two school 
doctors, Dr. George Ritter, Jr., and Dr. William Adam for all their held 
throughout the year. We would also like to thank Mrs. Priscilla Cote, R.N., for 
substituting for us when we attended conferences or were screening elementary 
students.

ATHLETICS AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


The athletic program for the 1980-81 school year had 205 students 
participating in 17 interscholastic sports and 366 students in 18 intramural 
sports. Just under 50% of the student body participated in one or more 
interscholastic or intramural sports activities. 


The passage of Proposition 2/4 has necessitated a big change in the athletic 
picture at Mt. Everett. Due to a lack of competition, five sports have been 
discontinued and boys’ and girls’ soccer have been added to next year’s athletic 
offerings. We were faced with the dilemma of possibly being the only school in 
Berkshire County to offer field hockey and Junior High baseball, basketball and 
softball as interscholastic sports. The decision was reluctantly made to 
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discontinue these sports. Every effort will be made to increase the offerings in 
these sports next year as a part of the intramural program. 


Although wins were far to few to make every program a complete success, 
improvement was shown and many young students were used on all the athletic 
teams. 


The physical education department again cooperated with Health Services. 
to carry out a comprehensive health screening program for all students in grades 


5-12. An active part was also taken in the first large scale instruction of : 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation when this course was taught to all 11th grade 


students. 


The physical education department has successfully completed all of the 
recommendations of the New England Association of Schools and Colleges that 


were reported in the 1979 evaluation. 


The intramural program was expanded to include most of the requests that 


came from the student body. The most popular activity this year was roller 
skating as 65 students participated each week. 


Krista Stanton was voted “Senior Athlete of the Year” by the coaching 
staff. Krista was an all league selection in both field hockey and basketball as 
well as a participant on the softball team.

FOOD SERVICES 


The School Lunch Program served 127,477 student lunches this year 
reflecting a participation rate approximately the same as last year despite a price 
increase in March 198]. During this school year, 281 students were eligible for 
free and reduced lunches. Declining enrollment combined with increased food 
costs continue to be of serious concern to us all. 


The following actions were undertaken this year in an attempt to provide a 
high quality School Lunch Program for our District: 


- Menu planning at Mount Everett was revised to provide meals which are 
consistent with the goals of the Health Education curriculum and US. 
Dietary Guidelines for Americans 

- The Ashley Falls program became a formal part of the School Lunch 
Program 

- Job descriptions were written for all School Lunch personnel 

- Inservice sessions were held for School Lunch personnel 


Future plans include the following: 


- Further menu planning improvements for the elementary schools as well 
as Mount Everett to address both nutritional considerations and financial 
necessities imposed by both Proposition 2'4 and federal budget cutbacks 
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- Institution of a nutritional snack program at Mount Everett to meet the 
needs of those students who remain at school in the afternoon for extra- 
curricular activities. 


As District Food Services Supervisor I wish to extend my sincere 
appreciation to all regular School Lunch employees - Jean Curtis, Margery 
Kirchner, Grace Gleason, Jenni Robarge, Carrie Wright, Ann Klahn, Helen

BUILDINGS & GROUNDS 


Significant improvements were made to the District’s buildings and ground 
his past year. We have come a long way in our battle to conserve and control 
nergy usage in cooperation with students and staff. An Energy Audit was 
performed on all buildings and the major recommendations reviewed with the 
School Committee. 


The projected goals outlined last year were completed as follows: 


- installed storm windows and weatherproofing at Sheffield Center and 
Monterey Schools 

- installed carpeting in the Mount Everett Library 

- added new hot water heaters in Alford and Monterey 

- purchased drapes for the Library and Music Room at Mount Everett 

- insulated North Egremont School 

- installed new energy-efficient hall lights at Mount Everett 

- renovated custodian’s house for Administrative Offices 


Major projects scheduled for next year are: 


- continue second-year plan for storm windows at Sheffield Center School 

- install new roof on Building Structures Classroom at Mount Everett 

- renovate the Career Education Building for the Ashley Falls Program 

- repair roof and insulate Alford School 

- purchase and install heating cores for section of Mount Everett heating 
system.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


As a consequence of admonitions received early in 1981, the Board of Health tightene 
enforcement of Title 5 of the State Environmental Code. In particular, subsurface sewaj 
disposal systems must be designed by registered professional engineers or other authorize 
personnel. . 

Frost hampered utilization of the full period, April Ist through June Ist, for percolatio 
tests and deep observation holes. Abnormally low rainfall during the first nine months

Anoth 
improvement was the addition of new line items in the budget to give the Townspeople: 
clearer picture of how their money is being spent.
